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Officials are still working on crowded schools

Any construction 
project to add space 
to the elementary 
schools will be small- 
er than originally 
planned. The School 
Committee voted two 
weeks ago to keep 
Shawsheen School 
open for at least the 
next decade.

Gas company 
will be working 
on Bartlet Street 


Last fall the town of Andover 
installed a new water main on Bartlet 
Street. In conjunction with this work, 
it will be necessary for Bay State Gas 
to replace the gas main. House services 
also will be replaced where necessary. 
This work began April 20 and contin- 
ues during the next two months.

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Genetics backs 
science in the 
local schools

Earlier this month finalists were named 
in the fifth grade Genetics Institute science 
award competition. Each school’s fifth grade 
science staff nominated three students who 
scored well on the fourth grade science exam 
the previous year, and who demonstrated 
exceptional interest and aptitude in science. 

The finalists from Bancroft were Kate 
Burke-Wallace, Aaron Litvin and Sally 
Olney; from Sanborn they were Sophie Lam, 
Emily McElfresh and Jeffrey Tompkins; 
from South they were Briana Fay, Juliet 
Grabowski and Eric Sointio; and from West 
Elementary they were Jenna Bernstein, 
Charles Gregory and Brian Pletcher. 

The 12 students were invited to the GI 
biotechnology lab for interviews as part of 
the final sequence in the process. Some of 
the questions that the students were asked, 
said Peter Lasky, head of GI’s human 
resources department, included: Why are 
they interested in science? Who are their 
role models? And what areas of science 
interest them the most? 

“For most of the kids this was their very 
first interview. I was encouraged with their 
responses and their genuine interest in sci- 
ence,” Mr. Lasky said. 

The winners, who now have their name 
engraved on a plaque at their school, are 
Aaron Litvin, Emily McElfresh, Eric Sointio 
and Charles Gregory. 

This is the second year the science award 
was given. It is also the second year of the 
GI-Andover public schools partnership, 
which is separate from the awards. 


Two years ago, GI scientists, parent vol- 
unteers and teachers began before-school 
enrichment classes at Sanborn Elementary 
School. 

This year the program is at West Elemen- 
tary. The GI team also did a six-week pro- 
gram at the Doherty Middle School. Next 
year the morning enrichment program will 
be held at South Elementary.

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‘Destination: Nepal’ 
subject of Tea at 3 


As a teenager, Michael Goriansky read avidly of early moun- 
tain expeditions in Nepal. As he grew older, he fed his continuing 
fascination with the Himalayas by following the exploits of such 
contemporary adventurers as Sir Edmond Hillary and Tenzing 
Norkay, who led the expedition that conquered Mount Everest in 
1953. 

Although he lived in Europe during his childhood and trav- 
eled to Japan as a member of the U.S. Navy, Mr. Goriansky did 
not set eyes on “the rooftop of the world” until he was middle- 
aged. In 1979, when he was in his late 40s and working in the field 
of contract management, he took two weeks off to trek and tour 
in Nepal. Rather than slaking his restlessness, the experience left 
him hungry to return, And so, 18 years later, when he had 
retired, he went back to the country, this time for six weeks. 

Mr. Goriansky, of North Andover, will discuss his Nepal 
adventures during the April 25 Tea at Three at Andover Books 
and Prints. His talk, titled “Destination: Nepal,” will not be “a 
travelogue in the sense of ‘went there; went to this other place,’ ” 
he says. Instead, he describes it as a meditation upon the experi- 
ences of planning and going and “thoughts of Nepal, once you 
have left.”

BONING UP ON DENTURES 
in the case of full dentures, a lower denture is likely to be less 

stable than an upper denture because of its limited base. Even 
when a lower denture seals well over the underlying ridge of 
bone, it may become loose in time. The main reason for this is 
that the bone ridge shrinks, or resorbs. After the teeth are lost, 
the alveolar bone which formerly used to support them is left 
without a function. As a resull, it gradually resorbs, and not 
uniformly at that. In some cases, this problem may be addressed 
by periodical relining the underside of dentures with a soft 
material that improves fit and relieves pressure that can hasten 
bone shrinkage. Otherwise, the answer may lie with surgically 
smoothing the bone to enhance fit or augmenting the bone with 
grafts

Management, Tufts University, 
where she managed 11 projects 
for the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency in the areas of 
comprehensive solid waste man- 
agement, hazardous waste educa- 
tion and household waste man- 
agement. Ms. Duxbury has 15 
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years’ volunteer experience as 
the solid and hazardous waste 
specialist for the League of Wom- 
en Voters of Massachusetts and 
the League of Women Voters of 
the United States. She holds a 
bachelor of science in biology 
from Cornell University. 
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The FinCom is composed of volun- 
teers, whose charge is to review the 
town budget and make recommenda- 
tions to town officials and voters on the 
various amounts designated for town 
and school departments. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was appointed to the 
FinCom by then Town Moderator 
William Dalton in the ’70s. Mr, Fitzger- 
ald served one term, dropped off the 
board and shortly thereafter was reap- 
pointed by current Moderator James 
Doherty. 

“Fred approaches things from the 
point of view of what is the right thing 
to do.

It 
was like having an opportunity to go 
back to school to learn something you 
never knew,” he said. 

“Tt was like taking a course in town 
government. It was fun, Plus, it was 
interesting to interact with all the oth- 
er boards in town,” said Mr. Fitzgerald. 

“Getting a handle” on the town and 
school budgets proved to be the biggest 
challenge, he said. Deciding how much 
of the tax revenue the various town 
departments received and how much 
the school department had to spend 
was difficult. Two changes that helped

that decision-making process occurred 
during his tenure on the FinCom, he 
said. 

The first was the computerization of 
the entire town administration. The 
second was the reorganization of the 
Finance Committee’s annual report of 
the budget that is mailed to residents 
shortly before Town Meeting. 

“You can thank (town finance direc- 
tor) Tony Torrisi and Joanne Marden” 
(FinCom member) for the improve- 
ments in the report, he said. 

The changes resulted in the orderly 
listing of each town department’s 
salary and other costs. 

“Before, information was scattered 
all over the place. It was a real project 
to dig out the information on depart- 
ment accounts,” said Mr, Fitzgerald. 

“Tf it baffled the Finance Committee 
I can imagine how confused Andover 
citizens must have been when they 
received the old report,” said Mr. 
Fitzgerald. 

The revised FinCom report has won 
several awards for its clarity, compre- 
hensiveness and its user-friendly orga- 
nization from the state Association of 
Finance Committees, said Mr. Fitzger- 
ald. 

When Mr. Fitzgerald steps down 
from the FinCom in June he will have 
more time to devote to some of the oth- 
er activities he enjoys and the other 
volunteer boards he works with, 

In addition to “a little financial 
advising” he does a few mornings each 
week, he also promotes the Andover 
Fund for Education, which he founded 
two years ago. 

“T joined (the Andover Fund for 
Education) because of Fred,” said 
Susan Tucker, former state representa- 
tive from Andover, who now works for 
an education consulting firm. 

“He has a vision for education in 
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Fred Fitzgerald: Making a difference 


Andover. His vision is that the public 
schools will have an endowment to 
support excellence,” she said. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is “a joy to work 
with” said Ms. Tucker, who praised his 
ability to work effectively with a vari- 
ety of personalities and bring people 
together. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s circle of friends 
grows larger every day. Earlier this 
month, Jay Leno, the Tonight Show 
host and 1968 Andover High School 
graduate, contributed $10,000 to the 
Andover Fund for Education. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s daughter, Cather- 
ine Fitzgerald Meeks, graduated with 
Mr. Leno and still keeps in touch with 
the comedian. She mentioned her 
father’s education fund during one con- 
versation with Mr. Leno and he said 
he’d be interested in contributing. Mr. 
Fitzgerald wasted no time and wrote to 
the TV host in California. Mr. Leno 
called him shortly thereafter to let him 
know a check was in the mail. 

So far the fund has accumulated 
about $13,000. Besides Mr. Leno, about 
100 people have donated sums ranging 
from $5 to $500. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has also contributed 
to education endeavors outside of 
Andover. Fellow FinCom member Vir- 
ginia Keaton, who is also president of 
the Lawrence Chamber of Commerce, 
recently asked him for some advice on 
how to begin a successful fund for edu- 
cation in Lawrence. The result is the 
Lawrence Family Development and 
Education Fund Inc. 

“Fred is one of the finest Andover 
citizens I’ve ever met,” said Ms. 
Keaton. 

“He is the most open-minded person, 
of any age, that I know. He listens 
before forming an opinion and when 
he disagrees with you, you feel very 
respected and that he’s listened to your 


points of view,” she said. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he is voluntarily 
stepping down from the FinCom 
because he believes every town board 
needs “new blood” to remain effective. 

“Tt’s time for me to move on and 
make a place for a new person. I’ve 
found that the new people ask the ques- 
tions that need to be asked — the ones 
that are overlooked by the people who 
have been there a long time,” he said. 
Keeping busy 

Mr. Fitzgerald will turn 80 in Octo- 
ber, but he has no plans to slow down. 
He and his wife, Elizabeth, enjoy read- 
ing, working around their home on 
Central Street and playing cards with a 
group of friends one night a week. 

An avid reader, Mr. Fitzgerald said 
he prefers non-fiction history books 
and biographies. 

Looking back and forward 

Andover has done a good job of 
keeping down the cost of government, 
said Mr. Fitzgerald. He credits past and 
present town managers, highly quali- 
fied department heads and town 
boards with that accomplishment. 

“In three years Andover will cele- 
brate its 350th anniversary. As the 
years roll by there is always going to 
be an Andover, but I'd like to see town 
officials ask people what they would 
like for Andover 25, 30 or 50 years from 
now, not just 10 to 15 out,” he said. 

Mr. Fitzgerald also thinks highly of 
the people who planned Andover’s 
industrial development. Anyone not 
familiar with Andover who is driving 
through the center of town would nev- 
er know the extent of development on 
the fringe of the town, Mr. Fitzgerald 
said. Careful planning has allowed 
Andover to collect tax revenues from 
big businesses without disrupting the 
small-town feel of the downtown and 
residential neighborhoods, he added. 

As time goes on and Andover’s pop- 
ulation continues to grow, Mr. Fitzger- 
ald predicts fewer senior citizens and 
young people who were raised in 
Andover will be able to stay here. 

“T think many senior citizens will be 
forced out of Andover,” he said. 

Fixed incomes and declining 
returns on investments won’t be able 
to keep up with rising health insur- 
ance costs and taxes, he said. The solu- 
tion to this problem and that of keep- 
ing housing and living costs low 
enough for young couples is not as 
easy to define, he said. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he doesn’t really 
know what town officials and citizens 
can do about this. 

“The misconception of youth is that 
they look at an older person and say, 
‘He must be very wise because he is 
very old.’ That’s simply not true. There 
are some problems that there are no 
answers for,” he said. 


“There is a little bit of advice I can 
offer. Save your money while you are 
young. Don’t spend it on wine and 
women and wild life. You won’t have 
much fun, but you'll have a bank 
account,” he said, in between chuckles.

The School Committee is consider- 
ing restoring the four elementary 
school learning specialist positions for 
the ’93-94 school year. Those positions 
were cut earlier this spring. The com- 
mittee is scheduled to discuss return- 
ing the positions at its next meeting, 
Tuesday, April 27, at 7 p.m. in the 
school office building at Whittier 
Court. 

Dozens of parents have written let- 
ters to the committee and attended 
meetings during the past several 
months, lobbing the committee to 
restore the positions that they say are 
vital. 

The Townsman spoke with several 
parents this week about why they 
believe the positions are essential to 
the school system. 


What specialists do 

Learning specialist test new elemen- 
tary students to the system and pro- 
vide support for classroom teachers 
who have special needs students in 
their classes. 

“A lot of people don’t know what is 
going to be lost if the learning special- 
ists go,” said Christine McCarthy, of 5 
Sleepy Hollow Lane. 

Ms. McCarthy refers to the learning 
specialist program as Andover’s own 
version of “prenatal care.” She said if 
Andover funds the four positions now 
it won’t have to pay for more costly 
special education services later, 

Her daughter works with Jane 
Markiewicz at South Elementary 
School. Ms. Markiewicz collaborates

Lyman, the committee may have to wait 
until the State legislature decided on the 
pending education reform bill before 
Andover school officials know exactly how 
much sate aid the town will receive. Accord- 
ing to Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
schools, Andover could receive anywhere 
from $243,000 to $500,000. He has planned for 
the minimum, but if more money comes in 
he pledged at Town Meeting last week to rec- 
ommend that the committee restore the 
learning specialists. Dr. McQuillan did not 
mention restoring the instrumental music 
teacher during his presentation to the audi- 


ence at Town Meeting last week. 


Parents have told the committee at past 
meetings that they would be willing to pay 
user fees to support the instrumental music 


teacher’s $24,000 salary. 


“T don’t think the committee is anxious to 
discuss fees until we get a better idea of what 
the education reform bill has in store for 


us,” said Ms, Lyman. 


with classroom teachers to make modi- 
fications in teaching approaches to 
reach students at risk. 

At risk students, said Ms. McCarthy, 
are students who are having trouble 
keeping up with their class, but who 
are not on special educational plans. 

“I read somewhere that 20 percent of 
the people in the world learn different- 
ly than the other 80 percent. There are 
a lot more of these children at risk in 
the schools than people realize. 

“It is in the learning specialists’ job 
description to teach teachers how to 
approach these children and get them 
over the hump,” said Ms. McCarthy. 

When Jean Seero’s son, Eddie, left 
St. Augustine’s School and entered 
West Elementary School seven years 
ago the learning specialist played a key 
role in his successful transition. 

“She not only did all the testing to 
find out where he should be and what 
he needed, but she found a child in his 
grade who lived right around the cor- 
ner from us and introduced them. 

“Tt’s very traumatic when an 8-year- 
old changes schools. Kathy Costello 
was an angel. I don’t know what we 
would have done without her,” said 
Ms. Seero, of 215 High Plain Road. 

According to Ms. Seero, West Ele- 
mentary School had about 100 new stu- 
dents enter the school from another 
school system this year. She questions 
who is going to handle these cases if 
the learning specialists are cut. 

In addition to testing new students, 
each elementary school’s learning spe- 
cialist provides support for classroom 
teachers and special education stu- 
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School board to discuss learning specialists 


dents who have been mainstreamed 
into regular education classrooms. Ms. 
Seero is active on the school system’s 
special education Parent Advisory 
Council and is a member of a subcom- 
mittee established by the School Com- 
mittee to study mainstreaming. 


If the four learning specialists are 
not returned next year, Ms. Seero 
believes Andover will have a difficult 
time keeping up with new state laws. 
The law mandates that public schools 
must try every option and modification 
in the regular classroom before a stu- 
dent can be referred for special educa- 
tion services, she said. 

“Without learning specialists, who 
is going to tell the regular classroom 
teachers what to do?” asked Ms. Seero. 

“Most of the regular classroom 
teachers are not trained to make the 
modifications needed. It isn’t fair to the 
teachers, and it certainly isn’t fair to 
the kids who need more help or the 
kids in the regular classrooms who are 
getting less attention from their teach- 
ers,” Ms. Seero said. 

According to parents the Townsman 
interviewed, the special education 
department is already over-worked 
and under-staffed. 

“If (the committee) does away with 
the learning specialists there are going 
to be more special education referrals. 
The special education department is 
already inundated and can’t handle the 
numbers they have. It isn’t their fault. 

They are doing the best they can with 
the resources they have,” and the 
learning specialist is one resource the 


special education and regular educa- 
tion programs share, Ms. Seero said. 

Betsy Wish, of 6 Penbrook Circle, 
believes learning specialists are essen- 
tial if Andover is going to continue its 
commitment to mainstreaming special 
education children into regular educa- 
tion classes. 

Education officials and specialists 
“are encouraging this in all the 
schools, but then they keep taking 
away the support services. If there was 
more support in the regular classroom, 
then Adam (her son, who is in the sec- 
ond grade at West Elementary) 
wouldn’t have to go to the resource 
room as much as he does,” she said. 

Ms. Wish said it is unrealistic to 
expect regular classroom teachers to 
be able to handle their regular teach- 
ing assignments and make all the mod- 
ifications for mainstreamed special 
education students. 


“They say they want inclusion to 
work, but then tell teachers, ‘Sorry you 
can’t have the support you need to 
make it work. You’re on your own.’ It 
isn’t fair to the special needs kids, the 
classroom teachers, or the kids in the 
classroom,” said Ms. Wish. 

Superintendent Mark McQuillan 
announced at last week’s annual Town 
Meeting that he will recommend that 
the learning specialist positions be 
restored to the ’93-'94 budget if 
Andover receives additional state aid 
as anticipated by school officials. 

He is expected to discuss the posi- 
tions and state aid at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. 


Parents push to retain music teacher

Several parents of music and band 


hired as a substitute to fill in for a 
tenured vocal teacher who is on a 


students in the public schools say 
they will pay a user fee to keep the 
School Committee from cutting an 
instrumental music teacher next 
year. Committee members are 
expected to discuss restoring the 
position and/or instituting user fees 
at their next meeting, Tuesday, April 
27, at 7 p.m. in the school office build- 
ing, on Whittier Court. 

If the teacher is cut, school offi- 
cials say beginner lessons may be 
canceled at the elementary level and 
the number of instrumental music 
classes at the secondary level may be 
reduced. The administration also is 
considering cutting the number of 
high school band practice sessions 
each week from five to three. 

“These kids are committed to 
music. The amount of hours they put 
in every week is amazing,” Ed Kel- 
ley, of 21 Gleason St., president of the 
band parents groups, told committee 
members earlier this month. “It’s 
about time the town showed a com- 
mitment to these kids and the music 
program,” 

Why cut music? 

Instrumental 


music teacher 


Stephen Livingston, who also directs 
the Andover High School band, was 


two-year, unpaid leave to purse a 
master’s degree. Next year that vocal 
teacher, Pamela Closson, will return. 

Mr. Kelley’s daughter, Hillary, 
who is in the sixth grade, said she 
will be disappointed if Mr. Liv- 
ingston is not hired back. Hillary 
plays the saxophone and the piano. 

“He’s a really good teacher. He’s 
special and he makes playing music 
fun for me and my friends because he 
always picks out great music to 
play,” she said. 

The administration says it does 
not have enough money to fund both 
positions so Ms. Closson, who has 
seniority, will be hired back and Mr. 
Livingston will go. Ms. Closson is not 
trained to teach instrumental music 
and that department will be under- 
staffed without Mr. Livingston. 

Currently, three instrumental 
teachers instruct 453 students from 
grades four through 12 who partici- 
pate in the instrumental music pro- 
grams. Without Mr. Livingston, or 
another instrumental music teacher, 
there will not be enough qualified 
teachers to conduct the current num- 
ber of instrumental music lessons 
and band practices, said Diana Kol- 
ben, coordinator of fine arts for the 


schools. 

The problem is a short-term one. 
After the '93-'94 school year, an 
instrumental music teacher is sched- 
uled to retire and the administration 
plans to fill that vacancy with anoth- 
er instrumental teacher, Ms. Kolben 
said. 

“T understand the problem. I just 
don’t have to like it,” said Mary Mey-”’ 
ers, of 34 School St. 

Ms. Meyers has six children, sev- 
eral of whom have taken beginner 
lessons in the public schools. If the 
instrumental position is cut, she is 
worried that her younger children 
will not get a chance to take lessons. 

“That’s a year you can’t get back, 
especially at that young age. That’s 
when kids get turned on to music, 
when you really need to nurture the 
talent,” she said. 

Ms. Meyers and other parents who 
have lobbied the committee to 
restore the position believe the 
music program is an essential com- 
ponent of a well-rounded education. 
Through the schools’ music and 
sports programs, parent say their 
children learn essential skills such 
as dividing tasks, working in teams 
and completing projects they begin.

‘School students won’t ever forget the 
lesson they had recently involving 
open-heart surgery. With the help of 
Chip Gregory, a parent who works 
on cardiac imaging systems at 
Hewlett-Packard, and Dr. Daniel 
Coleman, another parent volunteer, 
the students dissected cow hearts 
and learned about the intricacies of 
double-bypass heart surgery. They 
also learned about exercise, eating 
well and the effects on the heart of 
smoking. Pictures from the hands-on 
lesson are on page 12. 

In another story about volunteers 
enhancing the work of the public 
schools, on page 5, we learn that 
Genetics Institute continues its vol- 
unteer work in Andover’s schools, 
taking seriously its charge to share 
its enthusiasm and dedication to sci- 
ence with future scientists. This time 
GI made awards to fifth-graders in 
town who demonstrated exceptional 
interest in aptitude in science. The 12 
student winners were invited to the 
GI biotechnology lab for interviews 
as part of the final sequence to the 
program. 

Later this month, April 28, many 
. businesses are arranging to take a 
girl, ages 9 to 15, to work for the Take 
Our Daughters To Work Day, an 
event set up by the Ms. Foundation of 
New York City to help girls gain 
stronger self-images. 

On April 29, Andover High School 
‘will host scores of adults talking 
about their jobs to students at the job 
fair there. 

Students gain a great deal from 
seeing and hearing about the work 
that adults do. Watching a person in 
the work place, seeing and partici- 
pating in open heart surgery on a 
cow heart, going through an imagi- 
nary job interview — all of these are 
large steps in sparking children to 
learn and in opening their minds to 
life’s possibilities and joys. 


Other parents and businesses who 
‘have expertise to share with the 
schools should make themselves 
known to school administrators. 
Often, the adult volunteer gains as 
much as the students themselves in 
such unions.

Still got ham in the house? Try these recipes 


By Maria Moskos 

Ham is to Easter what turkey 
is to Thanksgiving and the prob- 
lem of what to do with leftovers 
is similar since both are usually 
served in a grandiose fashion. 

Although most sources recom- 
mend ham can be frozen for 
about two months, I personally 
find that slices of fresh baked 
ham, after having been frozen, 
lose much of their original fla- 
vor, color and texture. Therefore, 
when freezing baked ham, I usu- 
ally prepare a dish using a base, 
such as a sauce or gravy, in addi- 
tion to other ingredients which 
seems to help in retaining the 
original qualities of the ham for 
two to three months. 

Ham bones freeze well and are 
a bonus that can provide a fami- 
ly with a tasty additional meal or 
two in the form of a soup. For a 
special treat, you can purchase 
prosciutto bones from specialty 
stores. They are somewhat diffi- 
cult to come by as they are usual- 
ly available only after the ham 
has been sliced and sold over a 
period of time, but a purveyor 
will usually reserve them upon 
request. When I lived closer to 
Boston, I used to go to the North 
End and dash from one butcher 
to the other collecting my prosci- 
utto bones to freeze. 

I like to grind leftover baked 
ham in my food processor, add 
eggs, butter and bread crumbs to 
bind the mixture, along with a 
sprinkling of fresh herbs and 
seasonings for taste. I then line a 
Pyrex plate or quiche dish with 
the mixture, which forms a “ham 
crust.” I place each ham crust in 
a plastic bag and seal with a 
twist. These may be frozen for 
two to three months, defrosted 
and filled with a vegetable 
quiche filling. This is a perfect 
solution for those who shy away 
from making conventional 
crusts. 

Ham-asparagus casserole 
(A quick and easy casserole 
suitable for freezing) 

1 cup hot milk 

1/4 lb. American cheese, grat- 
ed 

1/2 cup bread crumbs 

1/4 cup butter 

1/4 cup chopped pimento 

1 tbsp. finely chopped onion 

1 1/2 tbsp. chopped fresh pars- 
ley 

3 eggs, well beaten 

1 1/2 lbs. fresh asparagus, 
steamed and cut into 2-inch 
lengths 

3 cups diced, cooked ham 

3/4 cup buttered bread 
crumbs 


Combine hot milk and cheese. 
Blend bread crumbs, butter, 
pimento, onion and parsley and 
add to milk mixture. Blend in 
eggs. Toss steamed and cut-up 
asparagus and ham in a bowl 
and add egg mixture. Combine 
well. Pour into buttered 1 1/2- 
quart shallow casserole and top 
with buttered bread crumbs. 
Bake at 350 degrees 40-50 min- 
utes. Serves 6-8. 

To freeze, omit baking and 
wrap, label and date. Freeze up 
to eight weeks. Before using, 
thaw in refrigerator and bake as 
directed. 

Ham cups with peas 

(This is a quick and easy 
microwave recipe) 

1 egg, beaten 

2 tbsp. milk 

3/4 cup soft bread crumbs 

3 tbsp. chopped onion 

1/2 tsp. dry mustard 

1/2 lb. ground ham (done in 
processor) 

Prepared peas 

Combine egg, milk, bread 
crumbs, onion and mustard in a 
bowl, add ground ham and mix 
well. Shape into two 4-inch pat- 
ties and fit each into a 6-ounce 
custard cup to form a shell. Cook 
uncovered in microwave on 
medium setting until shells are 
cooked (about four minutes). 
Keep warm. Lift meat shells 
from custard cups to serving 
plate and fill with peas. Garnish 
with fresh mint. Two servings; 
can double recipe. 

Prepare peas: In microwave- 
safe bowl, heat 1 tablespoon but- 
ter until melted. Stir in 1 table- 
spoon flour and salt and pepper 
to taste. Stir in 2/3 cups milk and 
cook in microwave until thick 
(about two minutes on medium) 
stirring every 30 seconds, Fold in 
one can drained peas. Cook in 
microwave about 30 seconds 
until hot. 

Broiled ham-burgers 

1 lb. ground ham (may use 
processor) 

1 tbsp. finely chopped onion 

1 tbsp. fresh parsley, chopped 

1 tbsp. dijon mustard 

2. tbsp. pineapple juice 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

4 large pineapple slices 

2 tbsp. butter, softened 

1 tsp. Gulden’s mustard 

4 hamburger buns 

Combine ham, onion, parsley, 
mustard, pineapple juice and 
egg. Shape into four patties. 
Place each patty on a pineapple 
slice and place on broiler pan. 
Broil six minutes on one side, 
turn ham patty only and broil 
four minutes on other side. 


Combine butter and mustard and spread 
on inside of buns. Toast in broiler during the 
latter part of the hamburger’s broiling time. 
Serve ham patty and pineapple slice on buns 
accompanied by a citrus salad. 

Black bean soup with ham bone 

(Freezes well) 

1 cup dried black beans 

1 quart water 

1 ham bone 

2 bay leaves 

4 whole cloves 

1/4 tsp. celery seed 

2 celery branches with leaves, finely 
chopped 

1 large red Spanish onion, finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, finely chopped 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

1/4 tsp. dry mustard 


1 tsp. chili powder 

2 dashes tabasco sauce 

1 hardcooked egg, thinly sliced 

1 lemon, thinly sliced 

Soak beans overnight in one quart water 
to cover. Add ham bone and next four ingre- 
dients. Cover and simmer gently. Saute 
onion and garlic lightly in olive oil. Blend in 
mustard, chili powder and tabasco sauce 
until smooth and add to beans. Simmer until 
tender. 


Discard ham bone. Put all in a blender or 
food processor. If a thick soup is desired, 
blend one tablespoon butter and one table- 
spoon flour until smooth, then add to soup 
and cook until thick and smooth. Serve pip- 
ing hot garnished with an egg and lemon 
slice in each bowl. Serves four.

Alice Friedenson, of 109 Bellevue 
Road, agrees that the music program is 
more than an extra. Two of her three 
sons were active members of the high 
school band. Ted Friedenson, who is a 
sophomore at AHS, plays in the school 
band. He spends hours each week prac- 
ticing with the band and on weekends 
he plays at football games and com- 
petes in band competitions throughout 
New England. The AHS marching band 
has won several top awards in competi- 
tions during the past several years. 

Ms. Friedenson said many parents 
who do not have children in the bands 
do not understand the commitment 
students and parents make to the pro- 
gram. 

“At the end of each summer (high 
school band members) go to band 
camp. That’s where they begin to build 


a team concept. The older kids look out 
for the younger kids. 

“There is an active parents’ group 
too. When (kids) plan parties later on 
in the year, I think the parents have a 
comfort zone because they know the 
kids and their families,” she said.

one can take away from you,” she said. 

Jennifer Lampman, the musician, is 
hoping to go to college on a music 
scholarship. 

“She is good and very talented. I 
think the schools had a lot to do with it.

Drivers who experience highway 
breakdowns should remain with their 
vehicles until help arrives, regardless 
of the time of day.

« Tie a white cloth to door handle or 
antenna. 

* Place a “Send Help” sign in the 
back window. 

+ Stay with vehicle and when 
inside, keep seat belt fastened, doors 
locked, windows partially opened and 
wait for help. 

SMC also urges lone female drivers 
to take extra precautions to protect 
themselves against possible assault 
when seeking emergency roadside 
assistance. Remember, being a mem- 
ber of an automobile club gives 
drivers low-cost, protection in the 
eyent of a breakdown, .

Communication between customer and repair shop makes difference 


As frustrating as it is to deal with 
unexpected car problems, don’t make it 
tougher by expecting your repair shop 
to guess what’s wrong. 

Good communication between the 
customer and repair shop can make all 
the difference in getting the problem 
fixed to your satisfaction, says the 
National Institute for Automotive Ser- 
vice Excellence (ASE), a national non- 
profit organization that tests and certi- 
fies vehicle repair technicians. 

Some suggestions: 

- Do your homework before you take 
your car or truck into the shop. Read 


the owner’s manual to learn about 
your car’s needs, follow the recom- 
mended service schedules and keep a 
log of all repairs and service. 

- Always listen to and watch your 
car. Unusual sounds, odors, drips and 
leaks can be just as telling signs of 
problems as warning lights or changes 
in your dashboard gauges. 


« Worn belts, tires and hoses are usu- 
ally easily visible, but changes in accel- 
eration, gas mileage, fluid levels and 
problems in handling or braking 
should also be noted. 


- Note the frequency of the problem. 
Is it constant or just periodic? Does it 
happen at all speeds or only when 
accelerating or braking? Does the prob- 
lem occur when the car is still cold or 
after it has warmed up? 

- Seek out repair shops with good 
reputations, courteous staff, modern 
equipment and ASE-certified repair 
technicians. 

* Once you arrive at the repair shop, 
don’t just leave it with a cursory expla- 
nation. Be prepared to describe the 
symptoms of the problem and prepare 
a written list so the auto technicians 


will have something to refer to, even if 
you don’t speak with them when you 
drop it off. 


- Don’t suggest a specific repair. Let 
the technician determine what's wrong 
and what’s really needed to fix it. Don’t 
rush them into an on-the-spot diagno- 
sis. Ask them to call you instead when 
they’ve identified the problem and give 
you an accurate cost estimate. 


- Before you leave, note the shop's 
policies on rates, guarantees and the 
form of payment.
